It wa.s treasoiiablo, shameful, imbecile, 
wiekeii, iloatnictivo, ruinous. But yoa- 
terilay ho ratfil the L;ovi.rninent becaiise 
tliu iMilicy ho had iu'evicnisly cmidemued 
was, (aeconliiii; to ]ua infurniatiun) not 
likely to siicoouU. For the comfort of our 
contcniporary wo would slato that ho has 
been douoiveU. There has boon no col- 
lapse of the ijovernmeut policy. Clause 
"e," he iLssurts, the Dominion govern- 
ment demanded to have eximiii^'ed from 
the hill. As tliis ehui.se reffr.-i to the eon- 
atruction of tlit«i.shind railway, it will be 
readily understood it.s removal would ren- 
der uaeleaa the entire bill. Now the Do- 
minion goverinnent did not anlc to havQ 
thia vitAl clause espnn>;ed. It only asked 
to have it slightly amended. The clauae 
as it pasaed thia limiae read that the Do- 
minion i^oveniiuelit, "ai<refa to .seeure" 
the conatriictiiiii of the island railway. 
The Dominion govenimeut reiiuested thia 
•joverninont on Saturday, by telegiaph, to 
alter the clauao tn read that the Domin 
ion govornmont "agrees to obtain ample 
security" from a company to build the 
said linu. 'I'lie leleL;Taui was received 
late on Sat unlay iiioruiiii,' ; many of the 
niembera had left town, the ceremony of 
prorogation was lixed for three o'clock, 
and the ameiidiiient waa therefore im- 
possible. These facts have been explain- 
ed to Sir Julu) I\Iacdonald and there is 
reason to liulinve that the e.xplanation has 
proved satisfactory. It will be seen that 
the amendiiiPiit asked was very slight, and 
had scarcely any .signilicaiico; but the ex- 
hausted political volcano who presides 
over the destinies of tlie organ nearly 
created a paiiie l>y his sensational ar- 
ticle. 



A recent imporlaiit .session .if the privy 
council thlealeiis to Work a startling 
change in (he sale of liipior throughout 
the Dominion. Instead of each province 
regulating the li(iiior trallic as heielofore 
the Domiiiinii goveiniiiont will assume 
full control, a[ipoiiil inH|H'ctoi'.s, limit the 
number of houses and restrict the hours 
within which liipiora may be said in every 
province of the Dominion, British Cid- 
umbia included. Early this session a Inige 
committee of the house of comniona at t>t- 
tawa waa aiipoinled to examine into the 
li(|Uor question and tu report a basis uiion 
which the governniei.t could brivig in a 
bill applicable to the whole Dominion. 
The chief recommendations have, from a 
British Columbia point of view, a "blue 
ribbon" aspect, and if carried into ofTcct 
this session, which is more than probable, 
will close aljouL one half the saloons in 
this city. The number of licenses to be 
permitted in any city of the Doiuinion is 
not to exceed aa follows: For the lirst 
thousand inhabitants four, and one for 
every four hundred persona additional. 
Assuming tlic population of Victoria to 
be seven thousand thia will allow nino- 
teon saloons for this city and no more. 
Before any license can bo obtained a peti- 
tion in its favor must be signed by uot 
leas than one-fourth of the electors of the 
polling division in wliich the saloon is to 
situated. jNo li(|iior will bo allowiid to he 
retailed in any grocery or store w here 
other articles are sold. Every saloon will 
be closed from seven o'clock on Saturday 
evening until seven o'clock Monday 
morning,^ Any breach of this provision 
forfeits the license. It is possible that 
the hevority of some of the recommoda- 
tiona of the committee may ho relaxed in 
the bill which Sir .lohn A. Macdoiiald 
has agreed to bring in; but in view of> the 
strength of the temperance movement in 
Ontario and other eastern provinces there 
is but little doubt that t\w me.Tsuru ahijut 
being passed will be of a stringent and n- 
strictivo character. 



0hmo3o Itnmigrration- 

In the llouae, May l.st. — On motion 
to rcHunie^tlie adjourned debate on Jlr. 
Shakespeare's motion declaring the no- 
ces.slty of passing a C'hine;io Restriction 
Act, 

Mr. Ifoiner .said tliat before (.he 
United States or Australia pa-ssed Acts 
restricting Cliiucae iuimigriition, they 
fortified tbem-Helvea for the prospective 
scarcity of !aborer.s by inducing a large 
immigration from Europe. However 
ile.sir;i.bli> it might he to rostriel llm iii- 
tiux of Chinese into British Columbia, 
he thought they tvere uot in a position 
to take any definite steps until greater 
facilities are offered for Bupplying white 
labor. 

Mr. Allen believed that C'in'ne.se im- 
migration was an injury to the coun- 
try. It was an injury to Au.stralia to 
Lis certain knowledge, and It was also 
an injury to Canada. The Chinese 
came to the country a.s alave.s, they 
bought nothing, and loft the country' 
with all they earned. Wliy, even 
their bone."!, if one of them died, they 
would not leave in the country, though 
that was not a very sorioas los.s. lii.s 
opinion was that .som<! sort of rostrii'- 
tive legislation .shnulil he pas.sed with a 
view of excluding them. 

Sir John Macdonald asked who 
could decide when doctors disagreoil. 
The other night one of the IJriti.sli 
Columbia members wanted (iliimwi! ex- 
cluded. To-night anotlier had risen 
i;nc] opi)OHn(l their e.xciusion al presi'iit. 
The other (lay a memher of tJu; ( ijlpo.si 
tion from Charlotte (Mr. (filnioiir) iml 
the membor for Kings, N. H.,(,\lr. 1''oh- 
ter) oppcsrd the exrUision of the Chi- 
nese. To-night a gentleman on the 
lloform side, wlio had now taken his 
seat, had argued thai tiiey shoiihl be 
ke[)t out of the country. He (Sir 
John Macdonald) would take the mid- 
dle cour.se, for lie agreed with the 
member for New WesfcrninHter (.Mr. 
Homer) that it would be all very well 
to exclude Chinese immigration when 



it could be re])hiceil by white labor, 
but not till then. Ho was one of 
tlio.se who Hympatliized with the cry 
again.st introducing anotlier and foreign 
race into this country. . Ho did not be 
lieve that tlio Mongolian and Aryan 
would combine, and even if tliey did, 
it would be to the liegradatiou of the 
people. Ho therefore thought that no 



permanent sottleiuent of the Chinese 
in Canada should bo encouraged. Un- 
der the present system, however, there 
was no fear i f tlieir becoming settlers. 
Timy did not bring their families or 
wives here, and when they made money 
enough they returned to their own 
iaiul. As they were not permanent 
settlers, at any moment, when the gati;s 
were shut down against their entrance 
into Caneda, they niust rapidly disaj)- 
pear, therefore there was no fear of 
the degradation of tiie country by a 
mongrel race. The .short and pithy 
speech of the lion, nipinber from New 
Westminster (i\Ir. Uoiner) stated his 
(Sir John Maodonald'.s) views. That 
geatleniau said as soon as you can re 
[dace Chinese labor with white labor, 
e.xclude the Chinese, but in the mean- 
time do not deprive our enterprises of 
the only labor lli(;y can get. At pres- 
ent till re w;is no wliite labor going to 
ISritisli Columbia, and in consequence 
a [iroject had been pressed upon the 
Government by British Columbia to 
ait! ill bringing white labor into the 
provincw in the vessids carrying steel 
rails there from England ria Ca])e Horn. 
At present there waa no other way of 
sending white labor there.. It was impoa 
siblo to send it by Wiiy of Panama, and if 
it went by way of Sau Kraiicisco it would 
di.sapiiear before it got to its destination. 
(Hear, bear.) It Was quite true that it 
Would he i>refcrablo to have white labor 
in LiriLish Columbia, but in the ' mean- 
time and until the railway was construct- 
ed it would be pnunatiue to pass this mo- 
tion. The employment of the Chinese 
on the island lie w aa toUl was at. [ircaenl a 
matter ;:f nocisaity. He waa told that 
on the Island it was impossible to got a 
servant except a Chinaman, and that the 
cry at [iresent was raised by a few whites 
who wanted a nuniopoly of tlie wcji k, and 
to have the right to charge their own 
price for their labor. He (Sir Joliii Mat- 
doiiald) knew that Mr. Cnderdoiili, the 
contractor for building a portion of the 
Pacific railway, had done everything in 
his power to get white labor from Canada, 
but he could not get sunicient men .so he 
had to take Chinaiiien. It would be 
hard in such a case to exclude Chinamen, 
hut so Slum as white labor could be taken 
into the country he (Sir didin Macdonald') 
would favor, not precisely a nieaauro ex- 
cluding Chinamen, but a nieaauro to reg- 
ulate and restrict their admission into the 
country. L'ntil Uritish Columbia could 
get sutlieient white labor it would be as 
well not to paralyze its enterpriaes by 
s.aying that it should not have other labor. 

THE COMIVIERCIAL GAPiTAL

\Vc are not very aunaitive in this prov- 
ince about attacks upon the character of 
our public men. A political acandal more 
or leas does not make much ditl'erence 
among ao many, and our politicians have 
said so much agaiuat each other tliat it 
takes aoinetliiiig really startling to awaken 
public interest. The election of the local 
j)romier, the lion. Mr. Mousacau, is being 
coiUcbted, and the Hill of Particulars al- 
leges that ho supplied his canversers witli 
money in contravention of an act of the 
(Juobec Legislature. There are other 
charges made, and the lion. Mr. Mcu'cer 
moves to-day to amend the Bill of Partic- 
ulars by adding m.'W cliargea. It is stated 
that the premier's friends will retaliate by 
instituting civil and criminal proceedings 
against the hoii. Mr. Mercer, in connec- 
tion with the celebrated iSlfiDO saiil by 
Mr. Senecal to have been paid. by him Ui 
hti divided among three liberal papers in 
couaidoration of their not opposing the 
granting of the tunnel charter, and also 
in connection with the $3800 said to have' 
been paid on Mr. Chaploau's account to 
buy off the opposition of Mr. Prior. 
Notwithstanding this move Air. Alcrcer 
says he ia determined to push the case 
against the premier to the end. He de- 
clares that inllucntial conservatives have 
warned him recently that if he persisted 
in the proceedings against M. Mous- 
acau, the old liberals and the Senocalists 
Would uiiito their forces to crush him. 
The loader of the opposition positively 
repudiates the cliargea made against him. 

TUK OALLOW'i!. 

Milloy was hanged hero on Monday for 
the murder of Mr. Ncsbitt at Loiigue 
Pointe lost January. Like all oxecutiona 
it was "a deed to shudder at, not to see;" 
but, although the law recognizes this and 
provides for the privacj' of executions 
they are still more public than is neces- 
sary, and a very ill-mannered crowd as- 
sisted at the ceremony by special invita- 
tion, and another crowd which had not 
been favored with invitations occupied 
the roofs ill the vicinity of the gaol. I 
am not fond of immortalizing interesting 
criminals, and probably the less said 
about their last words and actions the 
bettor; but I cannot forbear to (juote a 
letter written by Milloy in his prayer 
book.

The letter reads: "Dear Sisters, 
Do I ask it as a la.it favor, luit 1 
know not why, but you have obtained a 
command of my feelings that no other 
beings ever yet possessed, yet 'tis a mys- 
tery, 'tis like a dream that 1 not only rev- 
erence you but love you. T. M." 

The coroner's jury found that AliUoy 
died by due process of law, a discovery 
that did not particularly astoniali anyone, 
while it reminded us that a law is in ope- 
ration here for the abolition of uiineces- 
aary inquests.

Adjoumoii Inquest. 

. ^SIXTH. DAY; 

Monday, May 14, 1883. 

Yesterday the adjourned inquest on the 
body of Donald MoPhail was continued 
from Saturday, before coroner Hon. A, 
F. Pemborton. . ' > 

Tho deputy attorney general -was pres- 
ent, and Mr. Pooley attended in the in- 
terests of the owners. 

The names of the jury wore called. 

Andrew Gray sworn — I am tho manag- 
er of tho Albion Iron Works Co. I was 
recently ucting inspei.tor of steamboats 
here, from about the beginning of August, 
1S8'_', till tho end of November. I re- 
uieuiber inspecting the steamer Grappler. 

[Mr. Pooley hero put in a certified copy 
of the certificate given by Mr. Gray, 20th 
October last — from tho collector of cus- 
toms.] 

I recognize the certificate marked E. 
On the 20th of October I inspected the 
hull and eiiuipmonts of tho steamer Grap- 
l)ler. Tliey were at that time in good or- 
der tho hull having been previously over- 
hauled and repaired by Captain Walker, 
I granted her a certificate to carry passen- 
gers until the 15th March, 18S:]. Certifi- 
cates are usually granted for 12 months. 
Her previous cortificato did not expire 
until that time (tho 15th March, 1883). 
I made the inspection because there had 
been some repairs made to the hull and 
whenever there is anything of the kind 
another inspection is necessary. I did 
not grant her a certificate for 12 months 
then, because 1 had not tested her boiler, 
hut 1 tested her pumps and hose. No al- 
teration had been made to the boilers, and 
it w;is unnecessary to inspect thoni at that 
time. If 1 had tested tho boiler and 
found it in good condition, I would have 
granted him a certificate for 12 months, 
with the er[uipmont3 she had at that time, 
among which were 15 life preservers. I 
could not extimine tho boilers because 
there was steam on and Mr. Saunders 
was in a hurry to net tho bntit otl'. The 
(Jrappler'a boiler was constructed on tho 
back connection principle. There are 
about 20 per cent, of the steamers of the 
province on this ^)rinciplo. 

To the deput}' attorney general — I do 
not consider it ia tlfe safest kind of boiler 
but it is the cheapest to build. It is more 
dangerous than others in use, and is most- 
ly used on land. An upright boiler in a 
boat is more dangerous atill and has been 
condemned by the law; as the law has nbt 
condemned the back connection boiler ij 
must be considered safe. 1 consider 
tliem safe enough if tho boilers are prop- 
erly built in, and the back connection 
plates tight and lined with lire clay. The 
omission of any of these requirements 
would render a back nonnecfeion boiler 
dangerous if anything inflammable was 
too near or came in contapt. Tho dis- 
tance specified by law I think is G inches 
for woodwork. 

Attorney general — Might not the brick 
work settle, a plate become unfastened or 
luosened, or tho firo clay lining bo dis- 
placed ( 

Witness — Yes, any of those accidents 
would be dangerous. 

Attorney general — Do you remember 
how many [)assengers you allowed at the 
time of the certificate, October, 1882 i 

Witness— The book of the inspector 
will show; I think about 45. If I had 
tested her boiler at that tinio I inspected 
her; I would have given her a certiGcato 
for 45 passengers, as she had that num- 
ber of serviceable life preservers, 3 boats, 
25 fire buckets, 5 axes and 10 lanterns. 

To Mr. Pooley — The steamers Pilot, 
Victoria, R. Dunamuir (now), the Peer- 
less, tho Western Slope and Adelaide have 
boilers of this kind and one ia building. I 
could give 20 if I had the inspector's 
book. No large passenger steamers have 
these boilers; but they_are confined to the 
smaller class of boats. 

Foreman D;dc said tliat there were sev- 
eral passengers called as witnesses and 
the jury thought they should bo heard. 

.lohn Jones sworn — I was a pahsongor 
on board tho Grappler from Victoria. 
We got within about four miles of Sey- 
mour narrows all right Sunday evening. 
Firo was reported by Mr. Steele, engin- 
eer, at five minutes to ten at night. I 
was watching the fireman cleaning tho 
(hies. Mr. Steele said there was a pecu- 
liar smell, and 1 told him I thought it was 
the man playing the water on tho clink- 
ers. The smoke became strong, it was a 
diflicult job to get any lights, so I took 
the lamp from the gauge and went to the 
back connection of the boiler, but hear- 
ing Mr. Steele complaining of tho lamp 
being taken, I started to return with it, 
Mr. McAllister meeting mo and taking it 
from me, which left mo without light. 
I then found that the rush of men up the 
hatch was getting so great, and went on 
deck and saw (Mr. McAllister launching a 
boat and he sang out to mo to get a rope 
to lower the stern; but I could not find 
any. .1 returned and found Mr. McAllister 
alioving tho bow off. T found it would 
not do to lot the bow go without tho 
stern, so I pushed the stern also. As she 
w.ia going over one Chinaman jumped in. 
I jumped in the boat, got in the stern 
aiid foim<l she was half full of water. 
Heard Mr. McAllister sing out to help 
him in. I did so and picked up a bamboo 
stick and a man by tho name of llowo, 
and then Dyer, the purser, and two Chi- 
namen, one having a broom. I gave Mr. 
McAllister the broom, and we made for 
the shore as tho boat was full of water. 
We landed seven men and returned to 
the ship :md found five or six floating on 
a spar, Mr. Steele being one, and having 
a life i)reservcr on. Three more of the 
ship's company had life preservers, one 
of them a life buoy. We picked up three 
more Cliinainen, made for tho shore and 
remained there and got S(Jine fire from 
further down the shore. 

To Attorney General — I do not consider 
there were sufficient boats. There were 
no rowlocks in Mo.Vllister's boats, except 
one boat. There wore not proper moans 
for lowering Mc.-Mlister's boats; Mr. Mc- 
Allister worked all day Sunday putting 
rowlocks into that boat. I never saw any 
life preservers until I picked the men up 
oll'thesiiar who had them on; I heard 
Chas. Frederick ask Mr. Steele for a life 
preserver, ho having two, but Steele said 
lie wanted one for the captain; I heard no 
more ask for them iind I saw none on 
lioaril. I saw no notice as to where they 
could bo found; I did not consider the 
hatches learling from the main deck to the 
hurricane deck were suiiiciont for the pas- 
sengers; the steamer was small and only 
one could get up at a time; I have been a 
liroman at sea for a number of yeafs; I 
only saw two hands, a mate and an In- 
dian. There was only one light allowed 
on tho after part of the lower deck for the 
ptissengers; there were no complaints; 
when 1 went to the back connection ofthe 
lioiler I .saw a sail and some tarpauling and 
a lot of freight; I was not long there and 
liad no time to notice anything beyond 
the smoke ascending from the hold; the 
smuke came from the back connection of 
the boiler; it is my Opinion that no one 
has tho slightest idea where tha fire start- 



ed as everybody cleared out; when I got 
on dock I saw the flames coming up by 
the wheel house. 

To tho jury — From the time I left the 
back connection till I got on deck was 
about three minutes; I saw no effort made 
to stop the fire though there was hose rig- 
ged, but whether water was turned on I 
do not know; there were 120 passengers 
aft between decks, and a hatchway which 
was very conv^iiiiont; in getting up the 
main hatch I had to walk over the China- 
men's heads; some of them wore trying to 
get their goods up. After Mr. Steele 
discovered fire it was eight minutes till I 
got on deck and sa'W the Sames. 

To Mr. Pooley — There was a small lad- 
der down to tho engine room on tho main 
deck, up which the passengers were climb- 
ing; There was a good exit by tho after 
hatclr.vay; I "-as going op fur Turner & 
Beeton; the boats onboard wore notaufR- 
cient to save the passengers; I saw two 
ship's boats and four of McAllister's;! did 
not attempt to launch tho ship's boats; 
one was lowered and swamped before we 
launched our boat; McAllister's boats 
were now and leaketl and were without 
rowlocks except one; tho one wo launched 
leaked; I lost all I had; I left tho ship 
when I saw it was no further use, and 
some of the ofiicors left before. 

Robert K. Hall, sworn — I was a passen 
gor on the Grappler from Victoria; the 
statement I am about to make is virtually 
the same as that published (in 'J'lit: Colon- 
i.it) some time since; on Sunday night I 
was on dock till ten o'clock; I saw the 
captain and pilot on tho starboard side of 
tho deck forward; heard tlie pilot remark 
to tho captain that tlio ma3tlu!ad light had 
gone out; tho ctiptain took the wheel ;ind 
asked him to light it; 1 then went aft ami 
stood in the shelter of a house near the 
hatchway; the mate came up the hatch- 
way and said he must relievo the captain, 
1 turned in partially dressed; when there 
wiia au'idarnj of fire I got upj the smoke 
seemed to be coming from a bulkhead on 
tho starboard aide; f dressed myself and 
roused my partner; there were three of 
us in Olio bunk, but tho one who was bur- 
ied the other day (Derbyshire) was ,iot 
there; I wont on deck and saw people 
handling tho hose and considerable ex- 
citement; I saw Mr. MoClusky with the 
hose in his hands. 

To Foreman D;de — Mr. McAllister came 
and said "let's get the boats over the 
side;" I oU'ered to got tho aculls which 
were lasked on the house aft; I at last 
cut them away; whilo so engaged some 
one sung out to help them launch the star- 
board and nearer boat belonging to the 
ship which was in the davits and swung in 
— 1 threw two sculls into her and asked 
one of tho crew if there were any row- 
locks in the vessel; he said no, but he 
went for some and I think they were 
thrown into her. They started to lower 
tho b(>at and let go forward, and the after 
fall fouled; it was getting dark and the 
smoke very thick; tho boat hung at a con- 
siderable angle with her bow in the water 
as the steamer went along; a number of 
persona, myself among them, jumped into 
the boat; I fell into the water and called 
out to cut the after tackle which was done 
and tho boat turned a somersault; I 
grasped a rope hanging over tho ship's 
side and called out to bo hauled aboard, 
but they dropped mo into the water again; 
I thought that tho vessel would either 
blow up or go down and that I had better 
make for tho shore; I did so, but became 
exhausted. I saw a number of men ap- 
parently sitting on a plank and I made for 
them; it was tho boat I helped to launch; 
there was tho mato and some other man 
and they told me to lay hold of the stern 
which I did; in a few minutes a ship's 
boat, a whaler, camo along; they were 
trying to plug the boat; that was the boat 
from the port side of tho vessel; tho man 
that spoke was Edward Lane who had 
berthed with me; I asked to bo taken ofi", 
but he told me to hold on and eventually 
he took mo off. They had one rowlock 
shipped; they had a piece of wood driven 
in for the other one; they then took in 
tho parly from the mate's boat and land- 
od them on the beach and lighted the ure. 

To the deputy attoiney general — The 
starboard boat in aniooth water would 
hold from 12 to 15 men; the after fall of 
the boat we tried to launch was not snugly 
coiled as it ought to have been, but laid 
olT to the port side; the mate and a man 
named GeoiKO were assisting; I don't 
think two or three men coidd have launch 
ed the boat; I did not see the lifo preserv- 
ers till I saw them on the beach. 

The attornoy general said he intended 
to call two witnesses, McCluskey and Bo- 
vell, who were paaaengors. 

Tho inquest was then adjourned till 10 
o'clock on Tuesday. 

County Courts. 

In tho senate. May 2nd, on tho motion 
to go into committee on the bill respect- 
ing county court judges in Ontario, Mr. 
Dickey raised tho kiuestion as to whether 
the Dominion parliament had jurisdiction 
in respect to tho matters proposed to be 
dealt with. Me said that under the 
B. N, A. act tho management of tho 
county courts was left oxcluaively to tho 
provincial legislatures. If this bill was 
passed the Dominion parliament might as 
well assume entire control of county 
courts. Sir A. Campbell said that the 
loc.il legislature of IJritish Columbia had 
undertaken to reairange judicial districts 
of that province, but tho judges had re- 
fused to act, and tho case would come up 
for argument before the supreme court. 
Mr. Miller aaid tho appointment of the 
county court judges came clearly within 
the scope of the Dominion parliament, 
and with the subject of appointmenia 
alone the act proposed to deal. Provin- 
cial lef;ialature8 could not authorize 
county court judges to act outside tho 
districts for which they were api)ointcd. 
Mr. Power thought the act should be e.K- 
tended to Nova Scotia. The bill was 
passed through committee, read a third 
timo and passed, as were also bills re- 
specting tho taking of evidence in cases 
ponding in the courts of justice 0|; before 
foreign tribunals, and tho Ontario high 
court of justice.

Joe, another Indian under similar cir- 
cumstances was fined $10, or two months 
with hard labor.

The 
boat left Comox on Thursday and arrived 
that evening at Nanaimo, just as tho 
allocking accident had occurred to young 
HawkeSj by his team running over him 
on the wharf. The boat left next morn- 
ing (Friday) for Moodyville, the paaaon- 
gor who had shipped at Comox attracting 
no more attention than any otlior man, 
except that he seemed to apprelieud trou- 
ble at the wharves. 

UK ATTH.MITS TO Cl'T Hi . TllUOAr. ' 

As the boat was just making fast to tho 
Moodyville wharf, however, steward 
Monck who wa.s iu the pantiy thought ho 
heard moans, and liurriodly looked into 
several of tho ataterootns, but found noth- 
ing till he camo to one forward on the 
loft side of tho boat. As the aiuuids 
seenied t) issue from this room, he burst 
in tlie door when ho found t he man who 
had come on board at Coninx lying on 
the fiotir bleeding. The steward at lirst 
thought that the man had burst a blood- 
vessel and was vomiting blood, but an- 
other passenger stooped down and ex- 
clainiod "ho litis cut lii.s throat !" Tho 
steward tit once reported to the captain. 
The room the man had selected was not 
the one assigned him, which was further 
aft. He was inmiedialely raised and laid 
on the table, ilo litid used a razor, but 
foi tiiiialcly only severed a small blood 
Vessel, and Dr. IMasters, of Hastings mill 
was speoilily on litLiid and put in tho re- 
quisite stitcliea.

Harser YaaToUEoafeurgh. 

Mr. .Justice BlcCreight yesterday ren- 
dered his decision on the points aiibniit- 
ted by the counsols for the ])laiiitiir and 
defendant. The defendant claimed three 
separate sums, as follows: .*;2r>,000 for 
com mission on sales of llour at Cariboo, 
5^5,200 for wages na manager of the part- 
nership business in Victt>ria and $5,000 
for managing pliiintitl's private business 
in Victoria during his partnership. These 
were disallowed on tlio gronnla specified 
by tho learned judge. The plaintill' 
claimed against the defendant a balance 
as due him on private account. This sub- 
ject to certain deductions, when the 
amount was ascertained by the account- 
ant, was alloweil as well as cer- 
tain other disputed partnership items, in- 
volving upwards of §8,000. The judge 
reduced the plaintilFs claim as to tlie 
value of certain hor.ses and st jck which 
he had charged against the p:irtncrslii[), 
the reduction auiouiitiiig to upwards of 
SOOO.

THE IHTERIORJISTURBANCES. 

FULL ACCOUNT W^BOTH AFFAIRS, 

On the 27th April Su[d. Todd left Vic- 
toria for Chilcotin to capture two Indians 
who lately murdered two Chinese niiuers 
near Chilcotin rivor. Ho took four re- 
peating rilles and plenty of irons. He 
took tho constable from Clintou to Soda 
Creek also armed witli a repeating rille. 
At Soda Creek horses were in readiness 
and they started into tho Chilcotin coun- 
try. Before reaching Kngliali'.'i ranch 
they met liiiu and ;i party bringing out one 
of the murderers tied on ti liorse he had 
stolen. This was the wor.st of tho two, he 
was named "Twenty men." Three days 
previous they had captured the other 
iininliM'er ioid sent him down vi.a Dog 
Creek towards Clinton. There w.as an 
Indian outlaw named Uouii who assisted 
the whites niatoritdly in capturing the 
criniinala. It appears the miiruerers in- 
tended . killing the white aettlcra and 
attirted iu stealing horses and provisions 
and secreting them in tho mountains. 
They then made overtures to Conn to 
join them, and he pretended he was 
willing. Ill the meanwhile, the Chief Aii- 
nahiun had been penuiadcd to ti.saiat with 
his «iieii, iiiid on certiiin contlition.'i 
ho consented. English oflered Conn 
§100 for his assistance iu leading the 
nuirderors into ambush. Conn told. tho 
luurderora tliey had hotter go with him 
to Annahain's place and they could steal 
the chief's bc-st lior.se. It was arranged 
that Conn was to wear a blue soldier's 
coat, and when tiioy got up there the 
whites tiiul Indians who hud lain all night 
in ambush frere ready for thom. Before 
they reached the ambuali, ono of tho In- 
diana said he wonld stay with his family 
as ho was going on the wiir path next 
morning. Chief Amiahain discovered 
this, and aeiil, :i mesaenger to the 
men in aiiibinh thirteen miles off 
to say wliere one of tho murdorors would 
he found. The white men and Indians 
then rode back and captured tlie Indian 
ill the house with hisstpiaw. The iiliei-, 
'I'wentynieii, w:t3 caiiluied two or llirer 
days tifter by the Indians. Six or seven 
dtiya before Kiiglisli, Boawell, and soim- 
three hired Iiiditiiis wore scouring th' 
country in all directions, being in th>- 
saddle day and night, The gnmtest ci etl- 
it ia due toJVIr. English and ll iawtdl, as 
well as to Chief Aiinahani, head of the 
Chilcotin tribes. Aiinahani would have 
turned out before but was detained by 
political reasons — jetdou.sies among the 
chiefs and sub-chiefs. Mr. Todd settled 
with all the Indians he could, aud left in- 
structions with Messrs. Unglish and Boa- 
well to settle up with other Indians. He 
had instructions to otl'or $500 reward;but 
ho found that Anntiham would not tako a 
money reward lest ho should get into dif- 
ficulties with th© other chiefs. 

TUB RAILWAY KIOT.S. 

Supt. Todd arrived at Lyttoii on Wed- 
neaday hist just in time to inveatigatc the 
riot among the railroad employees. It 
appears on Monday last Foreman Gray, of 
gang No. 37, told tho Chinese bookman 
that there were two lazy men in the gang 
and they were not to como out next day 
to work. On Monday evening the Chin- 
ese bookman begged the foreman to allow 
theso two men to work next day, and said 
that he would seo they did their work. 
The Chinese houkmaii sttited that tho 
foreman aaid, "if you ctin niiike them 
work all right, bring them out." They 
all went to work Tuesday morning. Be- 
tween ',) mid 10 a. m. the time-keeper 
came idony and counted tho number of 
men at woik, 28 in all. Tho foreman 
told him to put dovvn 20 mon, as there 
were two he liad dismissed the day before, 
and ho would not allow them any time. 
The bookman said to the foreman, that 
ho had said last night the two men might 
go to work. The foreman denied it. 
'I'he bookman said, "you lie, Jlr. Gr.i}'. " 
The white men were going aw.ij- when the 
bookman caught the timc-keopor by tho 
arm to detain him, claiming that the two 
men had been allowed to work all tho 
morning and were entitled to one-fourth 
day's pay. The foreman aaid he would 
not allow them any time. Tho bookman 
asked the timo-keeper to report tho dis- 
pute to the general manager. Tho fore- 
man said tho general manager had noth- 
ing to do with it and that he would not 
allow them timo for their work that 
morning. The foreman and t imtj-keeper 
moved oil again, but the hookman again 
caught the tiiiie-kcei)er b)' tho arm to de- 
tain him, upon which both [licked up 
rocks. During this time there was a 
good deal of noiae among tliu Chinese. 
The teainater Perry was in the vicinity 
and came rushing among them with a 
pick handle in liia hand, and wanted to 
know what wos the row. Another gigan- 
tic white man named Hays also came in 
and wanted to know what was the matter. 
When tho bookman picked up the rock 
the fight began. The white men laid 
round thom with pick handles and. rocks, 
wounding a good number of Chinese, but 
finally had to beat a retreat leaving their 
hats behind, as the whole gang coin- 
nienced to throw rocks. Perry said he 
did good execution himself, till he got a 
blow over the head with a shavel. Hays 
with a club said he laid out many China- 
men. The white mon retnjated and the 
Chinese went to cainii. Ono Chinaman 
gut a very sovere blow from a pick han- 
dle in the face and was packed tip the hill 
to the wagon road. This was the end of 
the all'air. At 10 o'clock Tuesday night 
wlieii gang .'57 were in bed iu their housoa 
till! camp \va;i iittaeked hy a crnwd of 
white men, who surrounded it armed with 
clubs with which they struck the Chinese 
As they rushed out of their cabins in tho 
dark, they wore struck down and some of 
them unmorcifully beaten. \ good many 
escaped, but nine were left on the ground 
fiirdeatl. The mob then htiitily set t'lre 
to tho houses and decamped. As soon as 
tho white men left, some of the Chineao 
hastened back and tried to put out the 
fires and save their goods and clothing; 
but water not being at hand ovorytliiug 
was burnt up. .U diiylight Llioy gathorcd 
up the wounded, ami found thtit one man 
named Ye Fouk was speeelilcHs; he died 
atoii.m. The Chinese sent to Lytton 
for waggons to bring the inurtlerod 
man and the wounded to town, there be- 
ing no white doctor willing to assist the 
Chinese; a Chinese doctor from Yale was 
sent for, who gave it as his opinion that 
three more men would die Mr. Todd 
held an inquest Thursday and Fridaj', 
and found it impossible to get a jury of 
12 disinterested men, the feeling was so 
strong against the Cliincso. After hear 
ing all tlio evidence tho jury returned a 
verdict that deceased came to his death 
from viidonce at tho hands of parties un- 
known. The whole of the nine Chinese 
had frightful wounds about the head, and 
in one severe case tho brain appeared to 
be oozing from the skull. The coroner 
found it iinpoasible to procure a medical 
examination of the murdered man. There 
was no evidence to justify the arrest of 
even suspected parties, though time will 
probably aift tho matter out. 

On Saturday SiLi)t. Todd left for Vic- 
toria and arrived here by the R, P. Rith- 
et yesterday afternoon.

Mr- Harsb. of Toronto. Committed 
for Trial on a Sorious Oharcro- 

It will bo remembered that some time 
ago a Miss Wright, of Brighton, accident- 
ly allot a young man named Ryan, who 
she thought was a tramp walking about 
the preinisca. After she occurrence she 
rottiined Mr. L. U. C. Titus, a solicitor 
in Brighton, to act for her in the case. 
.\fter Miss Wright had been sentenced 
and pardoned Mr. Titua proaented his ac- 
count to Miss Wright, which amounted 
to §500, which was paid. Upon looking 
over the account again Miss Wright ap- 
poara to have considered it e.\.cc3aive and 
forwarded it to Mr. A. U. Marsh, of 
Macdonald & Marali, barristers, of this 
city, in order to have it taxed at Osgoodo 
Uall. The result of the taxation was 
that the Master in Chancery reduced the 
amount by S172. 98, which then became 
due to Miss VVright from Mr. Titua as a 
refund. Mr. ALarsh continued to act for 
Misa Wright in the. collection of this 
amount. It is said that Mr. Titus then 
prompted old Mr. llyan, the father of tho 
young man who was ahot, to institute an 
action against Miss Wright under tho 
Civil Damage Act for ^0,000 damages 
for tho loss of his son. 

Some correaponduncc passed between 
Mr. Marsh and Mr. Titua regarding the 
refund. In a letter to Mr. Titus dated 
Ajiril 18th, Mr. Marsh said that two 
things required to be done in order to ar- 
rive at a settlement of the matter. Ono 
was the payment of the money found due 
Vjy tho Master's certifictitc. The other 
was that a release should bo procured 
from all tho relatives of young Ryan 
who would be entitled to have an action 
brouglit in their behalf ander the Civil 
Damage Act.

W. W. Webb, J. P., and laid an infor- 
mation .against Mr. Marsh, charging him 
with attempting to obtain money under 
false |)retence8, A county constable ar- 
rived ill the city from Brighton on Mou- 
diiy iuid arrested iMr. Marsh the same 
day,t;iking him that evening to Brighton: 
(Jn Tuesday Mr. Marsh was brought be - 
fore Mr. Webb and four other magis- 
trates, who after a hearing and soine de- 
liberation, connnitted him for trial. It i« 
understood that throe of the magistrates 
were for and two against acquittal.
